•  For  the  first  time  since  its 
founding  in  1957,  Logos  honor 
socic'y  has  opened  its  mem- 
bership to  women.  At  the 
initiation  last  night,  a  slate 
of  officers  w.:s  selected  for  the 
coming  year.  This  was  the 
first  meeting  that  women  stu- 
dents  were  allowed   to   attend. 


Membership  is  open  to  any 
student  who  has  been  on 
Dean's  List  for  two  consec- 
utive semesters  starting  with 
sophomore  year.  The  society 
provides  the  opportunity  for 
formal  lectures  and  informal 
discussions  on  all  aspects  of 
scholarship  and  culture. 


Accreditation  has  been 
granted  to  the  Department  of 
Nursing  by  the  National 
League  of  Nursing.  Final 
steps  in  the  accreditation  pro- 
cess were  completed  with  the 
official  visitation  by  NLN 
representatives  on  February  6. 
This  accreditation  grants  a 
baccalaureate  degree  to  stu- 
dents with  no  previous  nursing 
Experience. 

Advantages  gained  for  the 
new  nurse  by  this  action  in- 
clude   advancing    to    graduate 


school  without  loss  of  credits, 
the  inconvenience  of  making 
up  deficiencies  and  being  of- 
fered a  higher  salary  by  agen- 
cies. 

Dr.  Katherine  Sehl,  chair- 
man of  the  nursing  depart- 
ment, stated  that  the  accredi- 
tation is  a  very  good  testi- 
monial to  the  excellence  of  the 
program.  She  also  noted  a 
great  enthusiasm  on  the  part 
of  faculty,  students  and  ad- 
ministration. 

Fitchburg   State    is   the   first 


Massachusetts  state  college  to 
accredit  a  nursing  program, 
and  its  location  in  a  central 
area  is  a  significant  factor  in 
training  more  nurses.  There 
are  currently  14  faculty  mem- 
bers, and  150  students  in  the 
program. 

Dr.  Sehl  said  that  this  ac- 
creditation of  a  non-educa- 
tional department  is  a  major 
step  in  changing  the  structure 
of  FSC  from  a  teacher's  col- 
lgee  to  a  regular  state  college.

Trustees  Establish 
Athletic  Fee  For  All 

Massachusetts  State-Colleges' 
Board  of  Trustees  agreed  last 
week  to  charge  all  students  at 
the  state's  nine  state  colleges 
a  $25  athletic  fee. 

According  to  the  statement 
issued  by  the  trustees,  the 
SGA  fee  is  to  be  reduced  by 
an  emount  equal  to  the  pro- 
portion going  to  the  athletic 
program. 

At  FSC,  the  proportion  is  ap- 
proximately $6.  This  amount 
will  be  deducted  from  the 
SGA  fee.  For  example,  this 
year's  fee  of  $30  would  be  re- 
duced to  $24,  in  addition  to 
the  $25  athletic  fee.  Thus,  the 
ahtletic  department  would  be 
given  a  predetermined  amount 
based  on  enrollment.

Last  week,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Colleges 
announced  several  changes  in  next  year's  financial  policies. 
The  main  point  was  that  students  at  all  state  colleges  in 
Massachusetts  would  be  charged  a  twenty-five  dollar  athletic 
fee  in  addition  to  their  regular  college  tuition  and  Student 
Government  fee. 

This  announcement  raised  much  turmoil  in  the  SGA  of- 
fice and  caused  many  students  to  protest  the  action  as  un- 
fair. Evidently,  this  was  the  same  reaction  experienced  at 
other  state  colleges.  As  a  result,  a  meeting  was  held  at 
Salem  State  on  Sunday  for  members  of  the  colleges'  financial 
committees.  The  results  of  the  discussion  were  eagerly 
anticipated    However,  no  one  from  FSC  attended. 

Not  one  representative  from  this  campus  attended  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  decision  by  the  trustees.  No  one  was 
concerned  enough  to  question  where  his  money  was  going. 
Does  anyone  care? 

Financial  committee  has  seven  members  elected  from 
the  student  body  and  the  Council.  Jhese  members  represent 
the  student  body  as  a  whole.  Do  they  reflect  the  attitude  of 
a  concerned  student  body? 

With  the  end  of  the  semester  approaching,  term  papers 
and  exams  loom  ominously.  Everyone  wants  to  pass  this 
semester  in  order  to  graduate  or  return  next  semester.  Re- 
turn to  pay  a  twenty-five  dollar  athletic  fee?    Who  knows? 

If  no  one  on  the  financial  committee  or  members  of  the 
Council  could  attend  the  meeting  at  Salem,  it  seems  that  there 
must  be  some  students  on  campus  who  were  interested  in  the 
outcome  of  the  meeting,  some  students  who  want  to  know 
where  their  money  goes,  some  students  who  are  concerned. 
Couldn't  these  students  have  represented  the  financial  com- 
mittee at  Salem? 

Results  of  the  meeting  will  appear  in  the  Kampus  Vue 
when  they  arrive  from  Salem  State.  Until  then,  we  might  do 
well  to  question  ourselves.  Does  anyone  care?  Do  we 
care?

of  the  new  SGA  held  on  Mon- 
day, April  29  at  6:30  p.  m. 

The  first  order  of  business 
was  the  report  of  the  Student 
Welfare  Commilttee.  Linda 
Hansen  told  the  Council  that 
a  student  Appeal's  Board  was 
in  the  process  of  being  formed. 

This  Board,  consisting 
of  students,  would  have  the 
authority  to  either  acquit  stu- 
dents from  or  lessen  their 
punishment    for    offenses. 

Bob  Audette  then  gave  a 
brief  Library  Committee  re- 
pout.  He  stated  that  the  li- 
brary still  has  $10,000  of  SGA 
money  which  has  not  been 
spent,  Bob  therefore,  suggested 
that  the  SGA  refrain  from 
granting  the  library  more 
money    for    the    coming   yeiar. 

The  Council  then  acted  on 
a  motion  that  academic  re- 
quirements for  all  offices  ex- 
cept the  Executive  Board  of 
SGA  and  class  president  be 
lowered  from  2.2  to  include  all 
students  who  are  not  on  acad- 
emic pror  tion.  After  a  brief 
discussion,  the  motion  was 
passed. 

Next  was  a  motion  that  Mi- 
chael Talbot  be  allowed  to  go 
before  the  Financial  Commit- 
tee to  request  permission  for 
"The  Gavaleer's"  to  sell  tickets 
for  balloons  on  campus.  Each 
ticket  sold  would  represent  a 
balloon  which  would  have  at- 
tached to  it  a  paper  bearing 
the  donor's  name  and  address. 
The  balloons  would  all  be  re- 
leased simultaneously  and  the 
one  that  traveled  the  farthest 
would  win  a  prize  for  its  own- 
er.
